Note: These figures represent averages from Bureau of Land Management patrol trips in varying 
conditions. The float time does not include portage times—only average time on the river. As in most 
northern rivers, high water can be expected from late May to mid-June, generally dropping to mini-
mum flows by September. All river users should be aware that the Fortymile can fluctuate dramatically 
at any time of the year. Water level can rise several feet overnight, so always secure boats well above 
the high-water mark. Strong head winds can slow progress to a crawl. Always have enough provi-
sions to allow for changing conditions.
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
